channel to Greek vessels and that no Greek steamers 
he allowed to proceed from Piraeus to Corfu.

ITALIAN FLEET STEAMING FOB ADRIATIC WATEES

cannot hold out longer. 


Many well Informed persons assert 


that this week will see an official de- 
claration that passive resistance Is- to 
be given up. 
Hitherto, the officials 


have hoped that the resistance would 
continue throughout September, be- 
lieving that a month more would see- 
a decisive compromise" with France. 


Already political circles are talk- 


ing of a go\ ernment crisis. One thing 
is certain: Herr Stresemann 
cannot 


capitulate officially. 
The situation in 


Berlin almost parallels the critical 
November of 1918 when the govern- 
ment fled. leavirig'.xhe'Socia! Democrat 
party to surrender to the 'entente and 
to earn the everlasting hatred of the 
nationalistic elements for the respons- 
ibility of losing the war. 


Therefore. It Is predicted that a few 
days before the propo^d capitulation, 
Herr Stresemann must resign, with- 
drawing the Peoples party from any 
defeated government and again leav- 
ing the Social Democrats/' Catholics 
and other liberal parties to be blam- 
ed for what the German monarchists 
call a "knife in the back." 


One of the reason that Herr Strese- 


mann's followers are steeped in pes- 
simism is because of his attitude on 
Bavaria.

MAKE COUNTER CHARGES 


IN PITTSYLVANIA 


Considerable Interest continues to 


bo manifested In tho northern part 
of Plttsylvanla county as result of 
tho primary contest which has been 
Hied In tho circuit court at Chatham 
by G. O. Cocke and fifteen others in 
bphalf ot H .Li. Brumfleld against \V. 
Jj. Keesee. 
'Both men were candi- 
dates for the nomination as commis- 
sioner of tho revenue for the fourth 
Pittsylvanla district, a position which 
pays about $4,000 a, year and which, 
on tho face of the returns was won 
by Keesee by the narrow margin of 
16 votes. 
Brumfleld is a farmer and 


Keesee is a merchant and rural free 
delivery carrier. 


The plaintiffs In the action have 
set forth in their petition the alleged 
fact that 49 illegal votes -were cast 
in 
the four precincts 
of Whites, 
Brlghts, Farmers and Ajax—all in 
Pigg river district and the accepted 
stronghold of 
Keesee. 
It 
is also 


charged that the judges of the elec- 
tion at Farmers failed to do their 
duty but it fails to specify how; dis- 
crepancies are alleged to exist be- 
tween the poll books at Farmers and 
the total number of votes counted. 
One poll book it Is charged shows 
142 votes, the other one 140 votes 
while the number of votes cast 'at 
the precinct tciallod 153. A recount 
in the entire Pigg river district is 
requested In the petition, and the 
complete rejection of the four pre- 
cincts named. 
Other allegations In- 


clude the alleged voting by people/ 
who had not paid their capitation tax 
and the further general charge is 
made that the people voted at Ajax 
without due regard to the rules and 
regulations covering the voting priv- 
ilege. 


Yesterday 
Keesee filed 
through 


counsel, in Chatham, a number of 
motions. 
One was to quash the re- 


turn of thev. petition because It had 
not been served by an authorized of- 
ficer. Another was a motion to quash 
the petition on the ground that it was 
not filed within the speifled time 
-limit. A demurrer to the petition was 
likeise filed to each of the fourteen 
specifis allegations. In substance, this 
demurrer declares that there was no 
fraud and no corruption charged in 
the bill of plaintiff, no proper rea- 
son was advanced for^the rejection of 
any precinct and that not .even elim- 
inating the illegal votes alleged to 
have been cast for Keesee would nec- 
essarily change the result of the pri- 
mary, since there were four other can- 
didates. "

th" molas.s<\s shipments to the main- 
land which were used for the manu- 
faeturr- of alcohol. Since then the 
molnws. which has a sugar content 
of one-fifth, has been used as fuel or 
thiow/n Into tho ocean. 


A di'vovory th<if molasses may bo 


used as a culture medium in the pro- 
duction of yevist. has created a con- 
siderable demand recently. 
It valso 


has be.en fouml that molasses makes 
a valuable feed for stock, as, it is 
said, It has twice the energy value 
of any other feed tested. 
These two 


de-\elopment are expected to 
utilize 


mo«t of th molasses produced by the 
plantations. 


The- new demand is expected to add 


aproximately $1,000,00 to the income 
of the Hawaiian plantations this year.

because he did not have to be. Wilson 
made a lethargic defense of the lau- 
rels he won from Mike O'Dowd, and 
hardly at any time did he press hia 
opponent. 
Despite 
the 
number of 


times Greb held, he won a large mar- 
gin of earned points 
Taking tho aggressive from the 
•tart, Greb pummelled the champion 
relentlessly about 
the 
head and 


body. 
He weakened Wlleon in the 


fifth with a series of right jolts to 
tho jaw and had the champion in dis- 
tress In both the eighth and ninth 
rounds with a slashing attack to the 
head. 
But Wilson, blocked In most 


of his offensive attempts and finding 
the Pittsburgher a shifty and elusive 
target, fought back gamely. He stood 
UP under a heavy bombardment In 
the last four rounds with his left 
eye virtually closed and with blood 
dripping from cuts about his mouth. 


Wilson's attack was directed chief- 
ly to Greb'8 body and at times he 
seemed to hurt the challenger with 
short left hooks to the 
ribs and 
stomach, but Greb inevitably out- 
witted his opponent by blocking and 
maneuvering. In the twelfth and thir- 
teenth rounds Wilson showed a fo\« 
flashes of championship form, but 
they "'ere only momentary. 
Puzzled 


by his opponent's methods he in- 
variably stayed on the defensive or 
lost opportunities to shoot over ef- 
fective punches by his slowness. 
G'eb's rough tactics and Wilson's 
apparent Inability to display any ef- 
fective sort of attack marred many 
Of the rounds, The Pittsburgher was 
warned repeatedly for holding in the 
clinches while he swung his right to 
Wilson's head and body on one or 
two occasions he was booed by the 
crowd for his unfairness. 
Wilson, 
however, was also guilty of rough 
work but he usually was worsted in 
these attempts to me'jt Greb at the 
latter'B own game. 


A crowd estimated by promoters at 


12,000, the smallest that has attend- 
ed a championship fight this sum- 
mer, witnessed 
Wilson's fall, the 


fourth match of the season in which 
world's titles have changed hands.

Greeco-Italian Dispute Is 


Like That of World War 


(By The Associated Press) 


LONDON, Aug-. 31.— Events mov- 


ed swiftly today In the dispute be- 
tween Italy and Greece which; In 
the almost universal opinion of 'the 
British press, bears a lamentable re- 
semblance to the dispute 
of tragic 


days of July and August, 1914. 


Greece promptly replied 
to 
the 


Italian ultimatum with an offer of 
such satisfaction, as in the opinion 
of the British press, the occasion de- 
manded until criminal responsibility 
for the murders of five Italian mem- 
bers of the Greeco-Albanian bound- 
ary commission has been fixed by 
proper investigation, but declined to 
submit to what Greece regards as 
humiliating conditions. 


Thereupon the cabinet reassembled 


wi Rome and decided on the next 
step Italy should take. This, accord- 
ing to reports from Athens, took the 
form of the Italian minister at Ath- 
ens presenting a new note to Greece, 
seemingly m the shape of another ul- 
timatum, the terms of which have 
not yet been stated, but giving only 
a few hours for a reply and also 
notifying the Greek government that 
m,eantiine Cocfu^.cwould be.,;peacefully 
occupied 
temporarily 
by 
Italian 


troops. 
On this development 
the 


Greek government immediately tele- 
graphed Geneva Invoking the inter- 
vention of the League of Nations. 


These are the outstanding develop- 


ments of the day as far as ascertain- 
able under what is generally believ- 
ed to he a partial reversion to war 
conditions in the way of censorship 
orf delays in telergaphic communica- 
tion from Rome and Athens.

It Is to tho effect that Premier Mus- 
solini Intends to Ignore the Leagup 
of Nations In the controversy, main- 
taining- that the dispute concerns only 
Italy and Greece.

British official circles Is that tinder 
article 12 of the covenant of th« 
League of Nations, Italy and Greece 
who are members of the league, are 
bound to submit the dispute to that 
body.

and draw parallels with, the Austrian 
note of 1914 which led to the world 
war.

eliminate any existing belief that the 
primitive methods of the American 
Indian are itill employed, will be 
strated at the powow to be held here 
September 24-80, which will bring 
togather the leading members of the 
remaining Indian tribes.
